“The benevolent ex-bishop Blois, whose zealous exertions 
many other departments philanthropy are well known, has recently 
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plan for instructing attendants the sick the discharge their 
arduous but often ill-performed duties. Among the evils, remarks, 
which afflict humanity, there one which, though not malady itself, 
aggravates every malady and often renders mortal—the want due 
care, indiscreet mode management. The powers medicine, 
without good nursing, are proverbially little avail; and the Abbé 
justly adds, that even affection and kindness, indispensable they are, 
are insufficient without that and sagacity which are derived from 
the habit attending the couches affliction.’ 

Gregoire proceeds depict, distressing colors, the case 
widowed and bereaved persons, strangers, and travellers, 
who, though possessed fortune, often find that money cannot purchase 
the attentions which they require. The description which gives 
hired nurses sufficiently appalling, and should hope greatly exag- 
gerated—at least, may judge from our own country, where, perhaps, 
may manage these affairs better than France; though suppose 
one will deny that amongst also there ample room for improve- 
ment this useful class society, whom must, most us, one 
time other, indebted. the article which the Abbé 
joins with rapacité, and fear are even 
worse off than our Gallican neighbors; though, among the modern and 
better instructed race nurses, the evil greatly diminishing. Our 
hospitals have done much for rearing well-informed attendants the 
sick; and thus, many other instances, the charity the rich has, 
the providence God, been turned their own advantage. 
however, aware that school for nurses forms regular part hospital 
discipline, though appears well worthy doing so, and would 
incalculable benefit the community. would propose that every 
infirmary any respectable female, who wishes learn ‘the art’ 
nursing, should apprenticed, may express it, for certain 
six twelve months—and receive course theoretical and 
practical instructions her intended profession; and, found com- 
petent, should entitled certificate her ability and moral deport- 
ment. 

The last-mentioned qualification carries back the benevolent 
Abbé, who justly remarks this subject: sure displease certain 
persons; but confident speak the truth, when assert 
morality can have fixed basis but religion. Beyond this line 
discover nothing but the fluctuating interests the passions. blind- 
ness despair lead certain persons far astray desire annihilation, 
see nothing but annihilation beyond the grave, the greater part 
mankind nevertheless consider indubitable fact that this world 
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but the entrance eternity, and that the present life but noviciate 
for one which shall endure without limitation. His future existence 
therefore the chief object sick man; and when has attended 
the affairs his soul, the calmness his mind great assistance 
seconding the efficacy Who, such case,’ continues 
the Abbé, but would desire have around him persons imbued with the 
same principles 

Gregoire pays just tribute applause several orders 
institutions his own church, for their exemplary attention the 
office visiting and attending the sick. our own church, and among 
the various sects this country, benefit the same kind, least 
visiting, effected means numerous charitable institutions, 
and particularly the Strangers’ Friend Society. Gregoire wishes, 
however, for regular asyla for the sick who can afford pay for the 
attentions they require, but have friend particularly interested 
their welfare, and are consequently left prey mercenary agents. 
would have these infirmaries conducted women, who should willing 
also attend the sick, required, their own homes. ‘To women, 
remarks, Providence seems have confided, not exclusively, 
least especial manner, the honorable privilege assuaging sorrow 
and consoling those who suffer. woman can far better take care 
sick person, than man equal experience, intelligence, and good- 
will; for women only,’ adds, that tone compassion which 
penetrates the heart, that instinct which divines and anticipates the

tendency evident. Indeed, the mere statement has become trite. 
Knowledge has widened greatly and rapidly that man 
woman can hope the span ordinary life grasp 
whole what known the branch which most interests him 
her. Hence the selection special portion for study and the 
steady limitation and definite fixation bounds. When the process 
begun too early, narrow, inefficient life results. But when first 
there broad education and this foundation built 
superstructure which takes form result the choice the 
individual tastes, the greatest possible success attained. This 
true business life and professional life, and true 
nurse’s life. 

Let there first good common-school education, the more 
complete the better, then thorough training general hospital, 
and finally, inclination points the way, special training 
special hospital. The result nurse well equipped for any 
the varied experiences which will come her, and with specialty 
which, though may means occupy all her time the first, 
will more and more interesting and satisfactory. 

connection with such special training that the Boston 
Floating Hospital offers some exceptional opportunities, which 
wish tell you. 

When the work was started 1894 the efforts were mainly 
directed towards getting large numbers poor, sick babies, with 
their mothers, and, need be, brothers and sisters, out the fresh 
air for day, possible. Large numbers promptly came and were 
allotted place the barge. nurse and assistant directed the 
mothers the care the little ones. The next year was the same 
story, only there were more trips. Gradually more interest was taken 
the medical treatment the little ones. Volunteer nurses were 
called for and generously responded. Finally, babies were encoun- 
tered too sick sent home night. Nurses hand day 
and night became necessity. course, their expenses must met, 
all hospitals. The doctors were paid the instruction they 
received, and the same method payment seemed desirable for the 
nurses. Hence course lectures was planned and advertised 
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given the members the medical staff. This was immediately appre- 
ciated the nurses, and 1899 eight nurses received diplomas for pro- 
ficiency their work during that season. Eleven graduates 1900, 
twelve 1901, and sixteen 1902 show the increasing interest well 
the enlarging demands the hospital. Nearly all these nurses have 
been graduates other general hospitals. hoped make this 
requirement, for adds greatly the efficiency the nursing. They 
come from all parts this country, and even from Canada and Australia. 

What, then, are the advantages which have promptly engaged the 
attention the nurses? First, the hospital, which unique. has 
gradually changed from those early days when the excursion element 
predominated until now that has been almost entirely eliminated. There 
are about sixty cribs grouped four wards. Ward has windows 
two sides which allow nearly complete opening the walls fresh 
air. Ward has walls, only curtains, and used chiefly for tubercu- 
lous cases. Wards and are more completely protected, and are 
supplied with abundance air just the right temperature and 
humidity our plant.” contagious cases are taken. 
case one develops while the boat away from the wharf smuggled 
in, completely isolated possible. 

Most the open upper deck, protected awning, devoted 
day patients, who this hospital take the place the out-patients 
general hospital. The mother older sister, more rarely the father, 
brings the child the boat the morning and admitted with 
this upper deck, styled Ward Cribs and cots occupy all available 
space, and here the little ones are placed. head nurse with one two 
assistant nurses directs the care these babies just they did when 
the hospital was first started. graduate student externe and has 
three undergraduates assist him, while the work all supervised 
the resident physician. Very much can thus done for these sick babies 
during day, vastly more than any out-patient department. But the 
actual care them comes chiefly the mothers who accompany them. 
When the boat reaches the wharf again the late afternoon they all 
home, many them wonderfully invigorated and some them return 
day after day. Records are collected and filed, medicines and bedding 
put away, and these nurses below, where nowadays the chief work 
the hospital done. 

For here are between fifty and sixty the sickest babies Boston 
and vicinity. Some them have been selected from the sickest ones 
brought the upper deck, and the parents persuaded give them their 
only chance life, which lies careful, persistent watching and nursing. 
far the larger part, however, are sent the physicians the city, 
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who have come realize that here last resort well worth trying. 
Two hundred and seventy-two such little ones were admitted during the 
season 1902, which lasted ten weeks, July September 15. Half 
many more were rejected because lack room! all the 
time some cribs contained two babies. One hundred and six these were 
under six months old, eighty-nine from six months year, and seventy- 
seven over year old. The fact that all our efforts failed save eighty- 
six them shows how very sick they were. The average length stay 
was twelve days. course, diseases the digestive tract formed the 
largest number the diseases treated. But bronchitis, broncho-pneu- 
monia, lobar pneumonia, furunculosis, atrophy, otitis media, meningitis, 
rhachitis, and various other diseases less numerical strength swelled 
the total diseases five hundred and fifty-seven. 

These crowded wards and variety diseases mean busy—very 
for the nurses. The system work much the same 
other hospitals,—on duty seven and off eight with definite 
times for meals and for rest, and regular hours off duty certain days. 
Meals are served little dining-room and are the same for the 
resident medical staff. For rest, portion the upper deck curtained 
off and couches provided. Comfortable rooms are hired the Maverick 
House, East Boston, located within easy walking distance the wharf 
where the boat ties night. The nursing work under the efficient 
direction Miss Wilber, who has been our superintendent 
nurses since that office was established. Head nurses and night matron 
are graduates previous years. Much the instruction given cannot 
novel. its application, however, there are some peculiarities. Thus 
all diseases are considered contagious. Hence all who come 
contact with them, whether doctors nurses, wear elbow-sleeves and 
frequently scrub hands and arms with cyanide mercury solution. 
For the same reason all fiies are carefully screened away, and all diapers 
disinfected and soon possible destroyed. Extra precautions are 
constantly observed prevent contamination the food, either its 
preparation its administration the babies. Careful physical 
examinations each child are made, which the nurses assist and are 
privileged ask questions gain all possible information. 
mortem examinations are made whenever permission can secured, and 
one two nurses are privileged present each. They thus have 
chance learn just why their utmost efforts have failed, well 
become familiar with the actual lesions disease. Practical training 
also involves assisting the preparation the foods and serving 
them, and the administration bottle, spoon, dropper, nasal tube, 
cesophageal tube, high and low enema, and sometimes subcutaneously.

Then there are the various methods reducing temperature, colon irri- 
gations, the use normal salt solution hypodermoclysis and lavage, 
and many other features which are emphasized repeated use and 
experience. 

For the purpose recording the nurses’ observations the chart 
the preceding page has been devised. fresh one used each day, and 
three days’ records are allowed hang with the history sheets and clini- 
cal charts above each crib. The visiting physician always has his hand, 
thus, full record the most recent facts and complete record the 
most important observations. The half-hour intervals not signify that 
note made thus often throughout the twenty-four hours. But 
enables quite accurate notes with the least possible expenditure time 
and effort. 

The theoretical training includes, besides the instructions given 
the superintendent nurses and the head nurses, course twelve 
lectures the members the visiting staff.

believe, therefore, that nurse who graduate the Boston 
Floating Hospital will familiar with the peculiar anatomical and 
physiological features children, the points observed every 
case, and those seen only surgical, contagious, defective chil- 
dren, those having some special forms disease. She will know 
what foods are suitable for various ages and for different diseases, and 
how prepare them, and the main lines treatment employed, well 
something the reasons therefor. She will have learned from experi- 
ence how irrigate the colon, wash out the stomach, give nasal 
feeding, get enemata retained, give normal saline solution under 
the skin, how the pulse and temperature run critical cases, and the 
modification which may secured prompt stimulation.

THE PROFESSION BECOMING OVERCROWDED? 
OBSERVER 


THIs question came before mind not long ago sat with 
group women all whom had graduated from one our most 
thorough-going and excellent schools nursing. They were five 
number: one only was beyond what might called the best years 
working woman, the rest were enjoying the prime vigor. 

All were women notable and exceptional success nurses. They 
all had marked degree that quality womanliness which comes first 
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and foremost among the characteristics good nurse. They were 
sensible, kindly; home-makers, and endowed with sympathy, brains, and 
tact. had seen them with patients private duty and head nurses 
wards. 

seemed little sad look these women and realize that the 
profession nursing had lost they had all entered different 
lines work, which, true enough, their nurses’ training stood them 
excellent stead, but which was not the main thing. 

Two had studied medicine, and each was established cosey and 
home-like little flat, sort combination the and 
business woman’s apartment, and these two young doctors have already 
good general practice, are members the medical societies, and are 
doing well financially. They are full interest social problems, are 
ready assist reform work, and are still also interested the progress 
the nursing profession, although time goes this must inevitably 
become overgrown with the affairs their own medical colleagues. 

Another had given nursing for the specialty massage, and 
was also successful and happy. Still another had become interested 
the lives wage-earning women offices and shops. She had done 
every kind nursing with success, and finally gave district nursing 
establish club where meals good quality and small price were 
served working-women. Her assistant was also nurse, and this 
business enterprise being conducted with eminent skill and success. 
The fifth had retired from active nursing from reasons health and had 
worked for herself well-paying industry making surgical supplies, 
sanitary articles, and outfits, which she disposed trade channels. 

immediate danger the profession being overcrowded, and only felt 
sorry that five incompetents could not have been removed other 
instead these, all capable and excellent. 

One them said me: Every nurse should advised 
cultivate and prepare herself that there shall least one other thing 
which she may excel, that she may, necessary, have some other 
way supporting herself. nurse should dependent nursing 
alone; she should have some other resource case her health fails, 
her family claims her, for any reason she wishes give nursing.” 
This seems like sound advice, and inclined think that all 
trained nurses who have taken other lines work were make them- 
selves known the the sum total would quite astonishing. 

Many women, after period service nursing for ten years 
so, feeling longing for healthy, well people, for vital, creative work, 
into other activities, and believe this good thing for them- 
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selves and for the whole service. continual fresh element thus 
kept pouring into the work self-denial and seclusion with the sick, 
and the fagged and weary ones are dispersing themselves into the strong 
currents the world life, there reinvigorated and refreshed. 


POST-GRADUATE

hope gain to-day some ideas which may useful helping 

arrive more definite conclusions regarding 
The value post-graduate work. 
The diffculties the way making feasible. 
The best way obtaining it. 

That need shall all probably agree. Nursing very 
young profession, and has within very short period time grown and 
developed rapidly. Nurses who graduated some years ago were not 
offered the opportunities the nurses to-day. Great changes have 
taken place the attitude hospitals towards their training-schools. 
Arrangements have been made for better instruction and more careful 
supervision, and higher order work expected from the students. 
the early days nursing reform physicians and surgeons did not 
require from nurses what to-day they expect matter course. 
Nurses who have recently graduated are often given the preference over 
those whose services, reason their greater experience, should 
much more value, and result the latter fall behind the race. 
This not should be. not find the medical profes- 
sion. Young doctors are content after several years study wail 
for success, because they know that the public prefers men experience. 
And yet medicine and surgery are also progressing. Why not the 
older men, who have not had the opportunities the younger, also fall 
behind the 

The answer this question will help realize that post-graduate 
work the very highest value. The successful young medical student, 
after gaining his theoretical knowledge college, enters hospital 
and gives his services for term two years more order gain 
practical knowledge his work. then opens office, hangs out his 
sign, and hopes for patients. But does consider his medical education 
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now end and himself merely earner money? not his 
first endeavor get permission work one more dispensaries 
Does not give his services gladly, order keep touch with the 
work being done the great city hospitals? glad work under 
men larger experience; studies, reads the medical journals, mixes 
with members his own profession, and just soon permitted 
becomes member the various medical associations. 
attends meetings hear discussions professional interest, perhaps 
take modest part. his practice extends, does not consider 
the end his days found working the hospitals, preparing 
papers, comparing experiences with other doctors, perhaps learning from 
those younger than himself. never knows enough, and always ready 
add any knowledge that will aid him his professional career; for 
knows that the greater his knowledge and experience the more valuable 
becomes the community large. 

would ask you compare his professional life with that the 
graduate nurse, and then let each one answer herself the question,— 

Has post-graduate work any value?” 

But, will said, the doctor’s work different from that the 
nurse. gives but part his time each day, whereas she, taking 
post-graduate course, would have give the whole hers; and with 
that protest enter upon the second division our subject,— 

difficulties the way making feasible.” 

That there are difficulties” cannot deny, but any path that 
very smooth and even very much worth while? true, the nurse 
would have give all her time taking post-graduate course, but 
the time spent investment from which she looks for return 
just surely she looks for return from certain sum money 
invested. She invests small portion time intervals. Let those 
who graduated some years ago think how much more efficient 
should to-day had made practice investing even few days 
weeks each year self-improvement, for talking post-graduate 
work not exclude the nurses who hold hospital positions. Are 
they gaining knowledge the work done elsewhere? Are they con- 
tinuing their studies? Are they discussing subjects professional in- 
terest with other members their profession? Are they taking 
active part the work the various nurses’ associations 

But, said again, suppose the nurse willing—nay, eager—for 
post-graduate work, where procured? not the hospitals 
close their doors and refuse grant the opportunities she seeks? 
serious difficulty presents itself here. true that hospitals are not 
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very willing offer post-graduate courses. Let consider there 
any reason for this attitude the part women who are themselves 
nurses and should willing with others their desire for 
self-improvement. 

nurse who wishes take post-graduate course, rule, ex- 
pects the hospital give her board, lodging, and laundry work, with 
some payment added on. This should not be. But, you say, she works 
she should paid. From hospital point view nurse coming for 
limited time cannot form part the regular nursing staff, and her 
services are therefore little value. And, think again, doctors 
demand payment for the post-graduate work they do? 

And well remember that many hospitals only the regular 
staff can accommodated, and would impossible arrange for the 
housing graduates, even they were willing pay for the privilege. 

Again, nurse who takes post-graduate course apt expect 
the best positions, usually given the senior undergraduates. would 
manifestly unfair deprive the undergraduates any valuable ex- 
perience they can gain; and superintendents have the responsibility 
seeing that their pupils graduate qualified nurses, and that the ex- 
perience which right theirs should not given others. 

nurses from other schools are apt critical methods 
differing from those which they have been accustomed, and superin- 
tendents hesitate run the risk introducing disturbing element 
where the best discipline essential. 

considering this difficulty our third division the subject pre- 
sents itself, viz.,— 

The best way obtaining post-graduate work.” 

Two suggestions occur me, and making these remem- 
that money compensation should not considered. pay gradu- 
ate nurses when giving them the opportunities for study would not 
the proper way expend hospital funds. different with the under- 
graduate, who gives her services for long period return for her 
training, although now the opinion many whose judgment 
must respect that even the undergraduate should receive compensation. 

The first suggestion would offer that nurses might act sub- 
stitutes during the vacation seasons any special department selected 
themselves. There would room for them this time year, and 
one could accuse them taking valuable experience from others. 
also the time when they have most leisure, when they are not likely 
have regular work. 

The other suggestion that they take course assistant the 
head nurse the department which they wish work. This would 
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not interfere with the work the undergraduates, and would service 
the graduate, she would gain insight into the whole work 
the department from the point view the head nurse and the doctor. 
Unless, however, this course were taken during the vacation season 
would necessary for her the majority cases room outside the 
hospital. 

There another phase post-graduate work which society 
should consider seriously and all our power aid. There are 
many special hospitals with training-schools attached, and the women 
who enter these schools not receive training all branches nursing. 
Graduates these schools are not, you know, eligible for membership 
our association unless they have had such other additional nursing 
work may considered our council make for the deficiencies 
their training. making this regulation were not actuated 
the desire exclude any. simply felt that association 
could not stamp with our approval those who were not fully qualified. 
Many the individual women who are trained these schools would 
acquisition any association, and should only too glad 
welcome them post-graduate work they qualified themselves for 
membership. 

The large general hospitals should make provision for receiving 
such women for definite period time, and thus give them the further 
experience they need. This should not difficult arrangement 
make the nurse would stay for period sufficiently long warrant 
the superintendent counting her one the regular staff. 
trained only surgical work, for instance, one year medical could 
added general hospital and certificate granted. cannot see any 
grave objections this, and were the custom would help 
our large and growing schools, where every year increase the staff 
necessary, and the output nurses correspondingly increased. 

Again, nurses trained large general hospitals should enabled 
and encouraged take post-graduate work special hospitals. What 
nurses, for instance, trained hospital without nervous wards are 
fitted take care the cases nervous prostration which they are 
frequently called private practice? how can they properly care 
for contagious cases without special training? These are cited but two 
examples the need. 

our own county association should possible great 
deal post-graduate work. have been trained different hospitals 
and probably have been taught different methods work. Can not 
compare notes and try take for our own the very best from all 
schools? strive each meeting exchange thoughts nursing 
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subjects, must the gainers. Often the question asked nurses 
who take interest the work done our associations, What good 
will me? You ask spend hard-earned money paying 
fees. What can you give return?” not easy convince these 
nurses that while the return seems intangible, very real and most 
helpful. not receive interest cash, but most surely receive 
interest, trebly paid, when find ourselves the years work- 
ing with greater knowledge, broader minds, and higher aims.

Dr. Knopf’s pamphlet, Disease the Masses,” 
which received the prize the German Tuberculosis Congress, has been 
translated into English, French, Italian, Portuguese, Dutch, Russian, 
Polish, Bulgarian, Roumanian, Hungarian, and Yiddish, and published 
fifteen different countries. The right translation and publication 
freely granted the interest humanity. Three hundred thousand 
copies the German edition have been printed and distributed. 

address given Canada April last Dr. Knopf gave 
account the extent the anti-tuberculosis movement throughout the 
world, from which extracts are follows: 

“Throughout Europe most active anti-tuberculosis movement 
going on. Societies for the prevention tuberculosis for the erection 
sanatoria exist now nearly all European countries, and these socie- 
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ties are sanctioned, helped, and patronized governments, kings, and 
princes. England has its National Association for the Prevention 
Consumption and Other Forms Tuberculosis, with his Majesty, King 
Edward VII., patron, and his Royal Highness, the Prince Wales, 
president. This British National Association for the Prevention 
Consumption counted already the end last year thirteen branches. 

Germany the work societies for the prevention tuberculosis 
and sanatorium associations started under the patronage her Majesty 
the Empress Augusta Victoria, who likewise became patroness the 
congress held Berlin 1899 under that appropriate name, Kongress 
zur der Tuberkulose als Volkskrankheit’ (Congress for the 
Combat Tuberculosis Disease the Masses). ‘The General 
Central Committee for the Erection Sanatoria for 
which has done such good work during the past few years, remains under 
the patronage her Majesty the Empress. 

every German city importance has its sanatorium asso- 
ciation. They, common with the ‘invalidity insurance companies,’ 
have accomplished vast amount good procuring sanatorium facili- 
ties for thousands consumptive poor the German Empire. 

“In France, where the government has taken most active part 
the anti-tuberculosis work, private enterprise has created journal called 
twenty-five distinct anti-tuberculosis movements, under variety 
names, such Popular Sanatorium Work, French League against Tuber- 
culosis, Agricultural Colony for Poor Convalescent Consumptives, Mari- 
time Sanatorium Association, Maritime Sanatorium for Scrofulous Chil- 
dren, Society for the Prevention Tuberculosis and the Gratuitous 
Lodgment Poor Consumptives Sanatoria, Work for Tuberculous 
Children, Five these associations are located Paris, two 
Bordeaux, and two Lille, the rest throughout the departments 
France. 

“The very latest news which comes from France speaks 
federation seventy-six various anti-tuberculosis institutions that 
country, which sent delegates assembly convoked Paris, March 
16, for the purpose uniting them all into national federation. The 
success that plan surpassed all expectations, and the result the 
deliberation was the formation central bureau and council for mutual 
aid. was furthermore proposed establish permanent exposition 
for everything needful for the campaign against tuberculosis. 

“Japan, Russia, Austria, Italy, Portugal, Spain, Holland, Den- 
mark, Sweden, and Norway have done similar work, though not such 
extensive scale. some the Latin-American republics, too, there 
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has been awakening, and judge from the Revista Tuberculosis, 
Organo Liga Argentina contra Tuberculosis, they are doing 
excellent work the Argentine Republic, Chile, Brazil, Uruguay, Para- 
guay, Bolivia, Ecuador, Peru, Mexico, etc. January, 1901, San- 
tiago Chile, there was formed permanent national commission for 
the prevention tuberculosis Latin America (Commission Inter- 
nacional Permanente por Profilaxia Tuberculosis America 
Latina). 

“In Cuba anti-tuberculosis work most active. carried 
partly the United States military chief sanitary officer and partly 
the Tuberculosis Society Cuba, under the presidency Dr. Emilio 
Martinez. 

The latest international development the combat tuberculosis 
has been the formation international Central Bureau for the Pre- 
vention Tuberculosis, with its seat Berlin. Its objects are: (1) 
collect all news relating the combat tuberculosis various coun- 
tries; (2) collect the literature the subject; (3) reply ques- 
tions relating the anti-tuberculosis movement; (4) petition the 
proper authorities further the cause; (5) receive and make sug- 
gestions relative the international combat tuberculosis, especially 
regards investigations, the publication popular essays, and arranging 
lectures and meetings; (6) publish periodical sent free 
charge all members containing the reports the work done the 
International Central Commission and discussing other subjects in- 
terest the cause. 

Every country represented least two members, and coun- 
tries with more than two million inhabitants are entitled one more 
representatives for every five million people; but the total number 
members for single country must not exceed five. 

Here North America have perhaps not done quite good 
work our brethren Europe. Canada, however, though your 
country has smaller population than the United States, greater strides 
the anti-tuberculosis work have been made than the latter country. 
You have already Canadian Association for the Prevention 
losis, while have but few small societies striving the same 
work you are doing. They are the Pennsylvania, the Colorado, the Ohio, 
the Maine, the Minnesota, and the Societies for the Prevention 
Tuberculosis. Besides these State associations, there exist Balti- 
more Laennec Society for the Study and Prevention Tuberculosis, 
similar one St. Louis, composed the alumni the City Hospital 
Cleveland City, Buffalo City, and Erie County (N. Y.) Society, and 
New Hampshire the Suncook Association for the Prevention Tuber- 
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culosis. There exists yet American United States society for the 
prevention tuberculosis. grieves make this statement and 
not without sense humiliation. But full hope, and 
trust that the example which you, our good neighbors, are setting 
to-day will not without fruit. devoutly hope that some day 
the near future may even enjoy union meeting the present 
Canadian and the future United States Societies for the Prevention 
Tuberculosis. look forward the time when, combind effort, 
may able combat tuberculosis disease the masses through- 
out this continent.” 

Dr. Knopf recent address that communities 
would gain financially the establishment sanatoria which place 
their consumptive poor. said: 

will take example New York State, where estimated 


there are about fifty thousand tuberculous invalids. these 


probably one-fifth belong that class patients which sooner later 
become burden the community. These ten thousand consumptives, 
absolutely poor, will sooner later have taken care the 
public general hospitals. While they may not stay one hospital for 
twelve months continuously, they will certainly bed one 
the public institutions for that length time before they die. Accord- 
ing the last annual announcement the public charity hospitals 
New York, the average cost per patient per day the general hospitals 
was one dollar and sixteen cents. Thus the cost the Commonwealth 
will four million two hundred and thirty-four thousand dollars per 
year for caring for the ten thousand consumptives. 

would the expense they were taken care sana- 
torium? this country and abroad has demonstrated that 
the maintenance incipient cases well-conducted sanatoria can well 
carried out for one dollar per day. these ten thousand were 
sent sanatorium time, least six thousand them would last- 
ingly cured after maximum sojourn two hundred and fifty days, 
average expense two hundred and fifty dollars per capita. Thus, 
for one million five hundred thousand dollars six thousand individuals 
would made again breadwinners and useful citizens. the remaining 
four thousand invalids were kept the sanatorium one year before they 
died, would cost one million four hundred and sixty thousand dollars. 
Thus, taking away from the tenement districts ten thousand consump- 
tives, curing more than half them and caring for the other half, and 
destroying ten thousand foci infection will cost two million nine 
hundred and sixty thousand dollars. not take care them 
the earlier stages their disease, they will probably all die, since this 
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ten thousand represents the absolutely poor who now live under the most 
unhygienic conditions; but before dying they will have cost the com- 
munity four million two hundred and thirty-four thousand dollars.”

SANITARY INSPECTION: NEW FIELD FOR NURSES

the last year two have heard good deal positions 
Sanitary Inspector, and women have been sought for such positions, but 
have not always been readily found. Nurses have been urged try 
secure such positions, the ground that their training gives them 
superior advantage and fits them peculiarly for the work Sanitary 
Inspector, and this quite true; however, there much vagueness 
among those who have thought and inquired about what special 
training required. Within the past year the opening number 
positions women Sanitary Inspectors under the Tenement-House 
Commission New York City has brought the subject still closer, and 
bring the work the attention nurses, and help them 
understand just what required, that this article written. 

Sanitary inspection houses, factories, shops, etc., means simply 
extension the supervisory work the good head nurse when she 
makes thorough rounds her wards, looking into every corner and 
cranny, turning out closets, examining drains and pipes, waste-boxes, 
soiled-clothes chutes, garbage and refuse receptacles; the good 
housekeeper, searching the dark corners the cellar, and bringing her 
inquisitive nose investigate every suspicious whiff air. 

peculiarly the kind detail work for which well-trained women 
are fitted, and for which the trained nurse, with her knowledge bac- 
teriology and the causes and origin diseases should especially 
well-fitted. The nurse’s training system and order (if this has been 
good), and her experience learning how get through with great 
variety work given time, also her habits discipline and proper 
subordination proper authority, well grounded her, should give 
her great advantage over the woman who has not been trained and dis- 
ciplined, however intelligent she may be. 
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The Sanitary Inspector, though she should and expected 
good deal health missionary and teacher sanitation, yet not 
conducting independent business. She must exercise the same discre- 
tion and propriety the matter reporting the head nurse ex- 
pected show. Some things are within her own power administer 
and influence; others lie with her superiors, and she must not infringe, 
but must promptly report and wait results. 

quite necessary that woman inspector should really love the 
kind people among whom her work takes her. she not thor- 
oughly sympathetic with them, she will not make success work 
delicate and requiring much tact. She must sincerely their friend, 
true and steady and sensible way, and must love teaching, explaining, 
enlightening, and demonstrating. 

will just well for her remember that extreme cleanliness 
quite recent accomplishment even for the superior portions the 
human race, and not deal too severe judgment people who have 
not yet advanced far general culture. requires constant vigilance 
even for favored people keep themselves and their surroundings abso- 
lutely clean; much harder for toiling and drudging humanity, 
among whom the Sanitary Inspector sent. She must remember, too, 
that the knowledge bacteriology and the origin diseases which 
she has, which intensifies and vivifies the impression made upon her 
every pile rubbish and every bad smell, totally absent from the 
minds most her people. Many the Italians, for instance, have 
the ideas the Middle Ages regard disease and household hygiene. 

The Sanitary must have some comprehension 
the historical period which the minds her people belong. Also 
she must not afraid work. 

for the special knowledge required, this must, unfortunately, 
present obtained rather desultory way. 

Dr. Price, his Hand-Book Sanitation,” says: “In England 
the public-health laws require that Sanitary Inspector shall have 
certificate from one the several sanitary institutes giving diplomas 
sanitation after course study and thorough examination. Here 
the United States have such special institutes, and educational 
requirement made the candidate except civil-service examination, 
which is, best, insuficient show the qualification the candidate. 
true, some medical and other colleges have lately established courses 
sanitary science, but the teaching yet very rudimentary, and the 
students are not usually those who seek sanitary positions.”

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Dr. Price says again: “He should have least 
education; should know something geology, physics, chemistry, mathe- 
matics, mechanics, physiology, and the allied sciences, and able draw. 
should have made thorough study sanitation, both theoretical 
and practical; should understand thoroughly the principles ventila- 
tion, drainage, plumbing, etc., besides knowing enough practical build- 
ing construction, that may not hoodwinked builders 
plumbers.” 

looking over this somewhat formidable array subjects, one 
realizes how much the foundation all has been laid the excel- 
lent lectures hygiene and sanitation now given our best training- 
schools for nurses. Graduate nurses who have opportunity special 
study technical institutes are advised apply for the privilege 
attending such lectures some good training-school. Then, taking these 
the basis, she can follow out the various subjects greater detail 
such books Harrington’s Manual Practical excel- 
lent plan would have quiz-master these 
school teacher someone whose knowledge sufficed. 

The large and exhaustive works hygiene contain all the theoretical 
side plumbing which the student needs master.

Man, when his life danger, either stricken disease 
once seeks the aid his fellow-man; his intelligence makes him 
for physician, and wants good one any cost, verifying the 
truth the words, man will give all has for his life.” 

Physicians some years ago sought protect their good names 
weeding out the profession men who were not properly qualified and 
whom they were pleased dub quacks.” 

This object they attained securing law which required State 
registration, and this law enforced State Board examination, which com- 
pelled each man prove that had attained the standard knowledge 
necessary satisfy the State Board Examiners that was qualified 
intrusted with human lives. 

Pharmacists then took the thought, and, following the example 
the physicians, who must legally qualified prescribe, determined 
that the druggist must legally qualified prepare the prescription, 
consequently must have State registration, which implies State Board 
examination. this means unqualified persons are excluded from the 
profession and better service secured for the public. 

give idea the necessity the registration law for pharma- 
cists will relate fact regarding examination which was held 
Springfield December, 1882. When the law was first enforced 
fifty-seven men and one woman came for the examination, making 
fifty-eight candidates for State registration. Three men and the woman 
passed successful examination, making the result fifty-four failures 
and only four successful candidates, one the four being the first 
woman who took the State Board examination 

The result this examination and others goes prove the necessity 
law elevate the standard education materia medica and 
pharmacy general. 

The State law now requires that the physician and pharmacist 
possess certain amount knowledge these branches science before 
they are intrusted with human life. 

The trained nurse has now become adjunct the physician and 
pharmacist; the former prescribes, the latter compounds, and the nurse 
administers the remedy. This trio unites one grand effort restore 
the health the patient. 

State registration has elevated the standard physician and 
pharmacist, will elevate the standard the trained nurse, thus 
giving better and more uniform service the physician and patient, and 
also prove additional safeguard the nursing profession.

are now look some the more interesting, and 
important, kinds bacteria, and see, far can, wherein their 
life interests run counter ours and what means are enabled 
protect our interests against theirs. Before reaching the pathogenic 
forms wish briefly speak one two the non-pathogenic species 
which have already alluded. 

The favorite bacterium for experimental purposes the one which 
told you was the cause the miracle the Bleeding Host. Its pecu- 
liarities are striking that recognizable all times and without 
difficulty. was one the first bacteria studied, and early received 
the name Micrococcus Prodigiosus, which has since retained. Yet 
not globular bacterium, but short rod—a bacillus, and not micro- 
coccus. growing nutrient gelatin only the colonies the 
surface which show the characteristic pigment, which first pink and 
later deep blood-red. The substance which contact with the oxygen 
the air produces this color product the growth the bacteria, 
and not the bacteria themselves. certain changes the nutrient 
medium possible grow colonies this bacterium which will not 
produce color, while the individual bacteria the colonies cannot 
distinguished otherwise from those which still retain the color-producing 
property. This process growing modified bacterium called at- 
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tenuation.” importance because shows that the excretions 
bacteria may modified artificially. 

The hay bacillus (B. Subtilis) one the most widely distributed 
all bacteria. takes its name from its being regularly found hay 
and vegetable infusions all kinds. The formation spores and 
whole series facts, afterwards found applicable bacteria general, 
were first noticed the study the hay bacillus. This bacillus grows 
very rapidly. Observers have stated that cell can divide and become 
two new bacilli within half hour, and keep this rate increase 
until the nutrient medium exhausted. The hay bacillus one 
the species which the organs motion—flagella—have been distinctly 
seen either end the rods. 

Blue milk, which was once thought produced special 
disease cows, caused bacillus which naturally called the 
blue-milk bacillus (B. Cyanogenus). These bacilli are fond oxygen 
and develop their color the surface the nutrient medium. 

The culture-medium 
saturated with the pigment. 

Sea-water the home special group micro-organisms which 
possess the property shining the dark (B. Phosphorescens). 
artificial cultures this property readily observed. The most widely 
distributed member this group will retain its light-producing power 
for months. becoming attenuated the bacilli lose this power, 
may restored any time adding two three per cent. common 
salt the food medium. 

order that you may understand the action pathogenic bacteria 
producing disease man and other animals necessary for 
lead you debatable ground. But will give you much fact 
and little theory possible, and the observed facts are sufficiently 
numerous give the highest degree probability the theory. you 
are aware this time, bacteria are living beings which require definite 
quantity nutriment for their support. they are 
upon within another organism,—they take this nutriment from the 
organism which harbors them, and which may suffer thereby. The chief 
food which these parasites require consists albuminous substances— 
the materials out which body-cells are made. Another element their 
food oxygen, which they also take from the living tissues. But still 
greater importance than what they take away from the tissues what 
they leave behind. the decomposition albuminous matter, caused 
bacteria, certain substances called ptomaines are produced. These 
possess extremely poisonous qualities, that even small quantities suffice 


kill the larger animals short time. Now, the processes 
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isolation and cultivation pure cultures, investigators have found that 
the principal pathogenic species bacteria excrete specific substances 
out their nutriment which prove genuine poisons. 
These poisons when inoculated into susceptible animals produce some 
the symptoms which would caused inoculation the bacteria them- 
selves. animal may either susceptible immune given 
disease. susceptible, may acquire the disease under proper condi- 
tions; immune, would not acquire the disease. Abbot defines 
infection and immunity follows: Infection due the introduction 
and spread throughout the body bacterial poisons derived from 
the germ-substance the bacteria. infection natural 
means physiological and chemical processes, and artificial means 
antiseptics, induced tolerance for the poisons, and increased capacity 
destroy the poisons and germs. Induced tolerance secured the 
administration increasing doses the poison, beginning with non- 
toxic dose. Increased capacity destroy germs and poisons secured 
the administration the serum animals whom induced tolerance 
has been established. The immunity conferred these methods more 
less temporary and never absolute.” quote again from 
may safely lay down this proposition: The action pathogenic 
bacteria chiefly explained their producing specific, extremely 
poisonous substances which seriously injure the organism, influencing 
definite manner, and thereby causing definite, independent forms 
diseases.” 

Pathogenic bacteria possess the ability multiply indefinitely 
within the organism which they invade. their excretions, the 
poisons, are constantly increasing the body, that the quantity 
germs which invaded the body its first infection matter little 
moment. Another fact importance the discovery, made 1880 
that under certain circumstances certain pathogenic micro- 
organisms lose their poisonous power greater less extent with- 
out any other perceptible change. This diminution virulence, 
attenuation, which have already noted the case the color- 
producing bacilli, was the stepping-stone from which Pasteur made his 
brilliant series investigations which ended protective inoculation. 
upon this principle that are founded the various Pasteur Institutes 
scattered over the globe. these institutions immunity from hydro- 
phobia obtained those who have been exposed the disease 
inoculation with the attenuated germ this disease. This principle 
doubtless the basis the immunity against smallpox furnished inocu- 
lation with the vaccine virus, although the specific germ this disease 
has not yet been positively identified.

You may date the discovery interdependence with the rough-and- 
ready surgery the earliest battle-fields, you may back Adam’s 
lonely longing for helping hand trace the beginning the treatment 
families which there sickness. 

Don’t tell Adam was not sick, unless you’ve never felt homesick- 
ness seen man with broken bone, for you cannot realize what 
must have been have been the only human being earth getting ready 
for surgical operation. Let ever remember the principles that first 
surgical operation, where God himself was the Surgeon. have only 
the last fifty years learned “cause deep sleep fall upon” the 
patient before operating him, and may not learn yet many other 
sound surgical principles from that noble desire for the good the race, 
that out-door peace, cheer, and holiness that these days hospitals, 
disinfectants, and hurry are apt lose sight necessary curative 
agencies 

Given man’s social instincts and desire for the betterment his 
race, have families soon increasing into tribes, but the individual 
often asserting hereditary taint traceable Adam 
when was monarch all surveyed. 

This self-assertion led injuries one another, wars, and the 
introduction the litter stretcher for wounded favorite. Then 
came tents and wagons and the reception the sick into the homes 
friendly clans when the spirit and fortunes war had led them too far 
afield and rendered them unable reach their homes. “If the much- 
loved could cared for, why could not all?” asked humanity, and 
Christianity established its monasteries and Dieu, where 
“brothers” and sisters” cared for every ill which human flesh had 
become heir, even with lazar-houses for leprosy. 
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Almshouses were originally for priests, whose vows celibacy 
rendered them homeless. 
Various classifications based the methods used treating 


humanity were formed, such bone-setters, herb-women, and witches, 


with those whose cured nerves well present-day mes- 
merism. 

The monastery Monte Casino England (possessing relics St. 
Matthew) was, believe, the first establish medical school. The 
brothers St. John, St. Mary, and Lazarus were then required study 
and practise medicine their respective monasteries. There were 
schools nursing England the twelfth century, for the nuns 
“studied surgery for the poor.” There were specialists even then, for 
the Lazarists received and cared for lepers only. With the specialists 
came big fees, course, and the poor being unable pay, the barbers 
were allowed bleed them, while the long-robed physicians and the 
short-robed physicians bled the veins and the purses the better classes. 

Our present-day methods designating the size hospital 
the number beds would not have given correct idea the first hos- 
pitals, for St. Mary’s Hospital had one hundred and eighty great beds 
which two, three, and four patients lay side side. old engraving 
the Hétel Dieu shows the doctor surging” one patient while two 
nuns are sewing what look like bolsters, but were probably dead men. 

But treatment diseases, surgical and medical, with rules diet, 
belong medical works, and not paper this kind. 

From the first half the sixteenth century have been trying 
educate all the hospital idea. Religion taught Lazarus was our 
brother. Civic authority taught protect the community that Dives 
might safe his luxury. Science taught prevent and cure 
disease. Therefore whether look religiously, selfishly, scien- 
tifically, our ideas and contributions towards the hospitals the chief 
means the greatest good the greatest number sick, and our creed 
now that city without hospital like man without conscience. 

regard patient source inconvenience and privation 
the family even not, contagious diseases and insanity, menace 
the life its individual members. This may react upon him, retard- 
ing his recovery. Therefore, whether rich poor, say that the hos- 
pital the best place for him. financially able, may pay 
two hundred and fifty dollars for his room and board per week. 
this may add from fifty seventy-five dollars per week for special 
nurses, depending upon how many can keep busy and how par- 
ticular whom will have wash his face for him. Last, 
but not least, will come the fee the physician surgeon, which 
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always unknown quantity. too poor pay cent for care 
shelter, the door the same hospital (though not the same door) 
stands ready receive him, and has practically the same care, but 
without the fancy touches. would almost seem that hospitals had 
reached perfection food, shelter, comfort, and sympathetic and scien- 
tific care the sick all classes. Given efficient Board Health 
and hospitals for every conceivable ill that flesh heir to, what more can 
the city ask? Theoretically there seems nothing better than 
richly endow our hospitals and care for all the sick the country 
within their walls, but all can say you is, try for yourself, and 
then think you will say, Dr. Crothers did theological students and 
us, hope nothing very bad will happen them, and that they 
will come out human.” 

hospitals are maintained, they should not show deficit 
thousands dollars each year. unique idea for increasing hospital 
funds given Hake Suffering London.” suggests that each 
host giving feast the unappreciative wealthy extend his hospitality 
the appreciative poor sending many shillings the hospital 
invited friends his table.

Can evolution and cultivation bacilli the 
home soil succeed eliminating their evil propensities and render them 
useful mankind? may have the man wealth supply his own 
means when sick his taste fancy dictates, but the poor the prob- 
lem sickness desperate proposition and usually renders aid neces- 
sary. 
Rev. Mr. Erde says medical charity should never pauperize the sick 
poor. When medical relief given easy terms, such relief leads 
habitual pauperism. 

hospital report 1831 the inmates were spoken this 
unoffending, interesting, and numerous class paupers,” and “the 
mortality among the children the almshouse was awfully fatal and 
extensive.”

idea the responsibility for those one’s household employ. 
not with our many institutions (admirable lessons health, order, 
and cleanliness they teach) delegate the State responsibilities which 
should assume, and ease our consciences too easily contribution 
institution, instead of, personal service and shouldering the 
burden responsibility, actually feeling deep sympathy our own 
weariness.

VERATRUM VIRIDE ANTITOXIC.—In article the Medical News 
Dr. Isham says believes veratrum viride antidote many 
poisons. the habit giving from fifteen thirty drops Norwood’s 
tincture hypodermic injection, and considers that, given, the drug prac- 
tically free from danger. Such injections will usually produce very copious per- 
spiration and salivation, retching, and vomiting bile and mucus. addition 
this, high temperature and pain, present, will disappear. Nine cases are 
reported show the antitoxic virtues claimed for the drug. The first case 
one eclampsia.

Burns scalds are treated with wet dressings soda-bicarbonate for 
twenty-four hours; afterwards with ointment. 

Creolin, half one per cent., used for wet dressings wounds where 
there much suppuration. 

For wet dressings cellulitis aluminum acetate used, alum, one part; 
acetate lead, five parts; water, ten parts. This largely used instead 
bichloride carbolic. 

For ulcers the Unger’s paste painted directly upon the wound, which 
first cleaned with alcohol and dusted with calomel powder. This Unger’s 
paste the same that described late number the taught 
district nurse from England and used over sterilized bandage.

untrained nurses who could show three years actual work, but stand out 
possible for the original provision—viz., Board Examiners consisting 
nurses nominated from the State Association. 

Prominent physicians all over the State both schools condemned the 
idea introducing the three schools medicine into nursing, and there 
are three medical men the Regents’ Board, both physicians and nurses felt 
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that medical and nursing interests would adequately safeguarded them. 
schools medicine are not recognized nurses, and nurses work equally 
for either school, such plan proposed seemed promise only the greatest 
confusion. Moreover, every profession the State nominates the Regents 
the names its members from whom Examining Board selected, and the 
nurses, advised scores the most liberal-minded medical men, felt that 
discriminate against the Nurses’ Association would great act injustice. 


THE OPPOSITION. 


When the members and their supporters assembled the Senate Chamber, 
where the hearing was held, they found only two people speak opposition, 
with Miss McDonnell, the Albany Hospital, and three nurses giving the sup- 
port their presence.

This committee was composed Dr. Frank Van Fleet, 
New York City, chairman; Dr. Root, Albany, and Dr. Wende, Buffalo.

Those who were members the State Associa- 
tion who were recognized being with the opposition were Miss McDonnell, 
the Albany Hospital, Miss Enright and Miss Davids, New York, and Miss Nye, 
Buffalo. 

Dr. Root, the first speaker, was much milder his remarks than 
the previous hearing, saying nothing behalf the untrained nurses, but 
dwelling exclusively upon the question medical examiners, the gist which 
was that doctors had the most with nurses, and were the best judges 
their qualifications. When questioned, declined express preference between 
two three doctors the board. 

Dr. Albany.—Dr. MacDonald was really the leader 
the opposition. stated that was not opposition the bill; that the 
time was ripe for such measure; that was willing the majority the board 
should nurses, but advocated the three medical men, representing the differ- 
ent schools medicine. was opposed the New York State Nurses’ Asso- 
ciation not being representative. 

Dr. Macfarlane, Albany, endorsed the remarks the previous speakers, 
but said nurses would find out that would pretty bad thing for them 
they attempted against the wishes the doctors. 
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Dr. Fredericks, Buffalo, spoke practically the same lines the 
hearing the week before. 

Colonel Welsh spoke behalf the Jackson Sanitarium. That institution 
was not against the bill, but wanted the word Sanitarium” inserted, that such 
institutions conforming the standards need not discriminated against. 


SUPPORT THE BILL. 


The Rev. Thomas Hendricks, Rochester, was the first speaker. Father 
Hendricks spoke behalf the public and individual, not Regent. 
advocated the bill. thought matter plain justice that the New 
York State Nurses’ Association should nominate the examiners, that being 
line with the other professions related any way with medicine. spoke 
strongly the representative character the members the Nurses’ Associa- 
tion, and the need the proposed legislation for the protection the people. 

Dr. Frank Van Fleet, representing the Medical Society the State New

ship. 

Mrs. Judge Scott, New York, represented the managers Bellevue Hos- 
pital. She emphasized the representative character the delegation nurses 
present, saying they not only spoke for the nurses, but the fact that they were 
present showed the approval the managers and medical staff the hospitals 
which they were officers. She endorsed the bill all its provisions. 

Dr. Ely called attention the fact that 
the opposition came only from two sections the State, Albany and Buffalo; 
that Greater New York had not raised voice opposition the bill, but, 
the contrary, that city was solidly favor the measure. disapproved 
medical examiners, condemned the idea three schools medicine nursing, 
and spoke the highest terms the intelligence, cultivation, and integrity 
the women the head the training-schools the State, saying that the 
most cultured women were more and more entering the nursing profession. 
strongly endorsed the New York State Nurses’ Association, and believed that 
was the proper body nominate examiners the Regents. 

Dr. Hartman, Syracuse, supported the bill. condemned the idea 
three schools medicine doctors the Examining Board; said was 
homeopathist, but that found trouble employing nurses the allopathic 
school. mentioned the fact that the only leading text-books nursing were 
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written nurses, and thought nurses could write books from which doctors 
learned much they were capable conducting examinations. 

Miss Dock showed the numerical and geographical strength the Nurses’ 
Association. 

Miss Palmer called attention the fact that the bill was not pro- 
hibitory, but was intended provide means distinction between the trained 
and the untrained nurses the State. 

Dr. Edward Rochester, spoke briefly support the 
unamended bill and the Nurses’ Association, and opposed the three schools 
medicine being represented the Examining Board. 

Dr. Collins, Rochester, was present the interests the bill, but 


did not speak. FINAL AMENDMENTS. 


the evening following the final hearing the Legislative Committee, with 
the advice number members, Dr. Van Fleet, and Mr. Andrews, the legal 
adviser, taking into consideration the objections that had been raised different 
quarters, amended the bill, making broader provision for untrained nurses now 
the field, but leaving the clause unchanged providing for Board Examiners 
nominated from the Nurses’ Association. Duplicate copies were typewritten 
and sent Senator Armstrong and Assemblyman Davis, with the statement that 
the nurses considered that further concessions would defeat the object the bill. 

few hours the Senate committee reported the bill favorably without 
changes, and later the day was reported the Assembly committee 
substitute for the Nye” bill, but with amendments. 

This substitute, while way like the original Nye” bill, still very 
objectionable. The amendments destroy the principal objects gained 
legislation. This bill eliminates the educational standards training-schools, 
provides for two medical examiners, with three nurses, and ignores the New 
York State Nurses’ Association absolutely the nomination examiners, 
allowing that association the privilege, however, prosecuting when such action 
called for. 

The committee hope for final adjustment between the Senate and the 
Assembly that will make possible pass the bill this year, but even with 
failure much will have been gained.

THE NORTH CAROLINA BILL 
North Carolina Bill passed the General Assembly March 1903. 
“AN ACT PROVIDE FOR THE REGISTRATION TRAINED NURSES. 


any nurse who may present the Clerk the Superior Court any 
county the State, before December 31, 1903, diploma from reputable 
training-school for nurses conducted connection with general hospital, public 
private, which medical, surgical, and obstetrical cases are treated, 
connection with one the three State hospitals for the insane, who shall 
exhibit certificate attendance upon such training-school for period not 
less than two years, who shall present certificate signed three registered 
physicians stating that she has pursued business the vocation 
trained nurse for period not less than two years and their judgment 
competent practise the same, shall entitled registration without examina- 
tion, and shall registered the Clerk the court the manner hereinafter 
provided. 
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“Sec. That and after January 1904, registration trained nurse 
shall made the Clerk the court solely upon the presentation him 
license from the State Board Examiners nurses created and provided 
this act. 

“Sec. That there shall established Board Examiners nurses 
composed five members, two physicians and three registered nurses, 
elected the Medical Society the State North Carolina and the North 
Carolina State Nurses’ Association respectively, known the title 
“The Board Examiners Trained Nurses North Carolina.” Their term 
office shall three years. 

“Three members, one whom shall physician, shall constitute 
quorum, and the majority those present shall have deciding vote. They 
shall each receive compensation for his her services when engaged the 
work the board four dollars day and actual travelling and hotel expenses, 
the same paid out money received for licenses issued, and case 
charged upon the Treasury the State. 

That the said Board Examiners authorized elect such 
officers and frame such by-laws may necessary, and upon the occurrence 
vacancy empowered fill such vacancy for the unexpired term. 

“Sec. That after January 1904, shall the duty said Board 
Examiners meet not less frequently than once every year, notice which 
meeting shall given the public press. such meeting shall their 
duty examine all applicants for license registered nurse, good moral 
character, the elements anatomy and physiology, medical, surgical, 
obstetrical, and practical nursing, invalid cookery, and household hygiene, and 
such examination they found competent, grant each applicant license 
authorizing her him register hereinafter provided, and use the title 
Registered Nurse,’ signified the letters The said Board Examiners 
may its discretion issue license without examination such applicants 
shall furnish evidence competency entirely satisfactory them. Such appli- 
cant before receiving license shall pay fee five dollars, which shall used 
for defraying the expenses the board. 

Sec. That the Clerk the Superior Court any county, upon presenta- 
tion him license from the said Board Examiners, shall register the date 
registration with the name and residence the holder thereof book 
kept his office for this purpose and marked Register Trained Nurses,’ and 
shall issue the applicant certificate such registration under the seal the 
Superior Court the county upon the form furnished him hereinafter pro- 
vided, for which registration shall paid fifty cents the applicant. 

That shall the duty the North Carolina State Nurses’ Asso- 
ciation prescribe proper form the certificate required this act, and 
furnish the same sufficient quantity suitably bound book and labelled 
Trained Nurses’ the Clerk the court each county the 
State. 

The said Board Examiners shall have power after twenty-days’ 
notice the charges preferred and the time and place meeting, and after 
full and fair hearing the same, majority vote the whole board, 
revoke any license issued them for gross incompetency, dishonesty, habitual 
intemperance, any other act the judgment the board derogatory the 
morals standing the profession nursing. Upon the revocation license 
certificate the name the holder thereof shall stricken from the roll 
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registered nurses the hands the secretary the board, and upon notification 
such action said secretary the Clerk the court from his register. 

“Sec. That any person procuring license under this act false represen- 
tation, who shall refuse surrender license which has been revoked the 
manner prescribed Section who shall use the title Registered Nurse’ 
without first having obtained license so, shall guilty mis- 
demeanor, and upon conviction shall fined not more than fifty dollars im- 
prisonment not exceeding thirty days. 

10. That nothing this act shall any manner whatever curtail 
abridge the right and privilege any person pursue the vocation nurse, 
whether trained untrained, registered not registered. 

Sec. 11. That this act shall force from and after its ratification.”

the recent epidemic typhoid fever Ithaca the Nurses’ Settlement 
New York was called upon the Health Officer the city, Dr. Hitchcock, 
whose sister, Miss Jane Hitchcock, head nurse the settlement, establish 
visiting nursing among the people who could not afford private nurse, and 
teach the details disinfection and sanitation the patients’ families.

influence shaping public opinion and educating both laity and nurses.

“In opinion these difficulties can only met the appointment 
matrons who are trained nurses, and who have gained experience superintend- 
ing the work others institutions. 

Educated and trained women would end the and there are num- 
bers suitable women who would ready fill these posts they fall 

and experienced women from undertaking it. 

“Trained matrons understand nurses and their work, can help them 
emergencies, have sympathy with them their difficulties, and will capable 
superintending the female staff. 

“Such matron will require, course, separate suitable quarters and 
good salary. 

“In the larger institutions she will need assistant, who must also 
trained nursing. The nurses will then aspire such posts may time 
lead matronships.

NATIONAL COUNCIL ARGENTINA. 


“The accounts received from this council continue show increased 
interest the part the federated societies, and the meetings have been made 
attractive well-written papers variety important subjects. One 
these papers especial value, and has for its subject ‘The Women Argen- 
tina.’ answer the charge that has been made, that the Argentine women are 
frivolous and superficial creatures, the writer gives much information the 
various professions and occupations which many them are now making for 
themselves good reputation. She says: From the year 1899 till the year 1901 
forty-eight young ladies were matriculated the College. There are 
present eighteen girl students the university; five these are studying medi- 
cine, thirteen are dental students, six are taking the course arts and philosophy, 
and one studying engineering. The profession most favored the Argentine 
women teaching. was stated that December, 1901, there were fourteen 
hundred and fifty-nine lady teachers employed the primary schools this 
capital and only three hundred and eighty-three men teachers.

with green lining. Violets, wall-flowers, peach-blossoms, and wild-roses are all 
bloom. 

When arrived had our breakfast most beautiful 
and had the fruit fresh from the trees. 

The peach and apricot trees were covered with bloom, and these with the 
golden oranges made very pretty picture. 

They spread our table the veranda, and had Persian bread, eggs 
(boiled, but spoons), coffee, and oranges. 

Some trees here have species fern growing them, and others are 
almost covered with ivy, while flowers every variety color abound. 
difficult describe the place. course, women are visible. 

Our Armenians buy the supplies, cook our meals, and the people drink tea 
all day long. One sees shopkeepers with glasses tea every office; even this 
morning while the bank little glass mugs tea, with great deal sugar 
and milk, were served. 

Our party here has four houses large compound. These compounds 
resemble somewhat large park garden inclosed high mud walls. foun- 
tain plays the centre, and the rooms open this court, that one has always 
out-of-doors from one room anofher. own room will 
the roof, and will have outside staircase and walk about one 
hundred yards get it. 

Across the city beautiful large American hospital, closed present 
waiting for doctor. have been the hospital great deal this week trying 
get things straightened for the opening. The builders are repairing two 
rooms, but everything mud here, building such dirty work. 

For helpers the men’s hospital will have Armenians who are already 
partly trained. Paul Peter first, and considers himself quite doctor. 
administers chloroform operation-days and able take the dispensaries. 
Aritoon and Avidick are seniors; one has charge the operating-room, the 
other the wards; then nurses have Stephen, George, and Solomon. have 
cook, two servants, and gatekeeper, besides woman wash and mend. 
Fortunately, six these speak English. The women and children the 
public bath-house once week, and that the only time the hair combed 
their clothes washed taken off. night they just remove one outside gar- 
ment, roll themselves big quilt, and lie mattress the floor. They 
even have their heads covered. 

Sunday had our first operation the emergency,—and 
since then have had eleven within two weeks, besides many minor operations, 
such removing tonsils, which have not counted. You would sur- 
prised see our wards. bedsteads from England, with mattresses 
chopped straw,—which are slipped into print cover,—pillows the same 
material, and heavy comforters, which are delight the patients, all covered 
with the same material. 

The patients are all bed with their clothes on—even their caps they never 
part with. 

put them hospital-clothes, consisting blue trousers made very wide 
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and tied around the waist with drawing-cord, blue shirt, red jacket, and 
sometimes blue cotton coat over that. 

The hospital also compound with garden the centre and walls all 
around. 

The first room the left the dispensary, the opposite side the con- 
sulting-room for out-patients, large waiting-room, and two small examining 
rooms; then comes the assistants’ room, then the doctors’ private room, then 
small ward. the outside stair enter two private rooms; then after walk 
over the roof come ward with six beds, all occupied; next this ward the 
operating-theatre with large square hall front it. Beyond ward 
three beds, then the eye ward, and next this own room, with pretty, blue- 
tiled floor and stained windows. 

There little speak about except work, for seldom out except 
for walk the desert, sit the roof for hour’s rest. 

first had call upon all Europeans (it the custom the country 
for newcomers call first). 

The hospital more than full, and have some patients sleeping the 
floor. 

days are very busy. get five-thirty, breakfast six-forty-five, 
hospital seven-thirty, and remain there until eight when return for dinner. 
Persian service eight A.M., consequently hospital work must well done 

before that hour. 

The question moving the hospital Ispahan now under consideration. 
The Prince, who brother the Shah, has forbidden build new 
hospital yet. 

The indoor dress the women consists shirt, pair long trousers, 
and very short length supposed the span their hand; they 
wear this about four inches below the waist. the winter season they wear 
cotton coat addition this, and the street their costume consists very 
full bloomers with feet, cotton coat, and chuddie. 

the only woman the hospital, consequently constant source 
curiosity the men patients. 

To-morrow have six operations. 

The women complain queer diseases, often declaring they have animal 
running around inside the head. They also claim have bands,” but doctor 
has yet been able find out what they mean that term. They are always 
much pleased told they have band” but rather the diagnosis 
happens anything like rheumatism. 

Sometimes they consult the doctor, telling him many symptoms, but ending 
with, That well now.” Well, what the matter now?” said the doctor, 
but though she started many times, she always ended the same way. 

Miss goes twice week massage Persian lady, the daughter 
Prince. They send carriage and pair for us, always style. The 
patient lies mattress the floor, with rich brocaded silk bolsters prop 
her up. About five six friends all arrayed rich silks sit around the bed, 
also the children. There are also six women-servants attendance, one swaying 
fan with handle about four feet long. Chairs are provided for us, but the 
others sit the floor. After about twenty salutations are given our tiny 


glass tea. 
When the limb has been massaged hold out our hands over curious brass 
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basin and servant pours water over them, then black page brings ices and 
iced drinks, fruits, and cucumbers cut syrups. 

Housekeeping here quite problem, for servants are far from honest 
according our idea. They count all right charge percentage every- 
thing. honest man pockets little and not dishonest until found out. 
Last week bought four hundred eggs. One supply only—forty-four—had been 
taken out. counted them before the cook his surprise, and surprise 
found two hundred and ninety-eight when there should have been three hundred 
and fifty-six. tell you this show you what housekeeping Persia like, 
and you must remember cook very honest one.

Inquiry such cases should made recent diph- 
theria. Sore throat with generally diffused redness the pharynx char- 
acteristic simple catarrhal pharyngitis. yields readily glycerole 
tannic acid, which should applied after the surface has been cleansed with 
alkaline spray. initial dose calomel and gargle chlorate potash 
rhus glabra are effective adjuvants. Hypertrophied tonsils may become 
inflamed and sore. Acute follicular tonsillitis one the most frequent causes 
sore throat. The seat the disease the crypts follicles, and each 
one must cleansed out with hydrogen dioxide cotton wound steel 
probe, and then wiped out with strong solution silver nitrate. The bowels 
should opened and salicylates given internally. This treatment will always 
shorten, modify, and often abort attack. Phlegmonous tonsillitis quinsy 
most distressing. seen before pus fully formed, scarification gives much 
relief. Hot liquids held the mouth seem give some relief and hasten the 
process. The bowels should thoroughly opened. The writer mentions many 
other forms sore throat, concluding with few remarks diphtheria. 
declares that the early use antitoxin, some cases without waiting for the 
results the bacteriological examination, imperative.

While realize that male nurse not to-day very great 
factor the nursing profession, seems that young man can trained 
equally valuable the nursing world his sister. There seems 
strong prejudice against the male nurse some physicians, thinking, perhaps, 
might encroach upon their field work. While the doctor may justified 
some cases, believe the fault the training the nurse received. There 
are, believe, great many cases where male nurse can better service 
the doctor well the patient. the first place, the male wards all 
hospitals orderly required the heavier and more disagreeable work, 
which ought done nurse well qualified, whereas male nurses were 
employed would away with the orderly, and thus great saving 
the hospital. rule orderlies are not selected for their mental qualifica- 
tions, but for their physical only; and, again, the majority nervous 
cases, the nurse, well having diplomacy and using it, requires more 
strength than the average female nurse possesses for emergency, thereby 
perhaps saving the patient’s life, besides cutting down the expense the 
family having male nurse great deal work which properly comes 
under the head nursing that otherwise the doctor would have call and 
perform with female nurse the case. Also the operating-room the female 
nurse does not rule render efficient service male nurse, for the 
simple reason that woman does not make good surgeon man,—as per 
Dr. Lorenz. The United States Government employing great many female 
nurses the hospitals connected with the army, and gives them credit for 
doing good work, but where the physician army officer who would consent 
his sister nursing the army hospitals? 

Doctors often complain that they cannot get good, trustworthy male nurses, 
but only few years ago they made the same complaint about female nurses. 
very true that hard find good male nurse for this reason,—there 
only one training-school for male nurses any account the United States, 
and the officials accepting young men probation not inquire into their 
character and habits, the majority those female training-schools do, con- 
sequently some the nurses are not the standard. course any 
training-school does not make good nurse unless they have the right material 
begin with. 

Nursing surely honorable profession, and worthy any young man 
who inclined that way. had good training-schools throughout the 
country that would accept young men good character and education proba- 
tion, the doctors would not find difficult obtain good male nurses who also 
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could serve the male wards hospitals, thereby reducing the expense 
great degree. 

should pleased hear through AMERICAN JOURNAL NURSING 
from anyone this subject,—why young men cannot trained equally well 
young women for the nursing profession, and, also, why would not 
the advantage hospitals have male nurses male wards.

REPORT THE COMMITTEE PHILANTHROPIC EDUCATION 

(From the Twentieth Annual Report the Charity Organization Society, New York) 

following report much interest showing the steady tendency 
towards higher education for practical work, and also pointing out field 
great variety occupation nurses who may for one reason another wish 
branch out into work not strictly nursing, yet which all the nurse’s knowledge 
may come into play. its impulse and purposes this course quite similar 
our own Hospital Economics course Columbia. Several nurses have already 
taken it, and strongly advise others so. This year’s six-weeks’ course, 
the notice which follows, will probably the last short 

The Committee Philanthropic Education, having conducted for five years 
the Summer School Philanthropic Work, feel that the time has come for 
more extended course. The Summer School has become general meeting-place 
for experienced workers from different cities who share their knowledge with the 
young men and women just starting out their life work, who come from 
different charitable societies the several States and cities, and from the 
universities. has made for itself distinct place and will continued; but 
within the short space six weeks cannot give adequate training those who 
would engage charitable work and undertake the task adjusting unfortunate 
families more perfectly their complex environment. 

The committee has therefore issued appeal for one hundred thousand 
dollars with which establish training-school for charitable work, similar 
some respects the schools that prepare for other professions, which under 
experienced guides new workers may touch the poor helpfully from the start, and 
not gain experience their blunders trying help the sick and the needy. 

Aside from the necessity help suffering humanity rightly, there 
important financial aspect this subject. The New York State Board Chari- 
ties has called attention the fact that the societies and institutions the 
State reporting expend twenty million dollars annually, and that probably 
ten million dollars more are expended through the purses private individuals, 
churches, not reported, making total thirty million dollars one State. 
The expenditures Massachusetts, Ohio, Michigan, and other States are proba- 
bly nearly large, while the sum for the whole country has never been estimated. 
Charity vast social engine, and should have competent and trained people 
work it. well-equipped School Philanthropy has become necessity. 

The appeal the Committee Philanthropic Education strongly endorsed 
Hon. Abram Hewitt, Mayor Seth Low, Bishop Henry Potter, Dr. Daniel 
Gilman, director the Carnegie Institute Washington, C., and Hon. 
Joseph Choate, Ambassador the United States Great Britain. Hitherto 
this appeal has been sent only certain persons New York City known 
interested philanthropic work, but the appeal now extended. believed 
that the proposed school philanthropy offers opportunity for useful endow- 
ment similar that embraced Mr. John Kennedy establishing the 
United Charities Building New York City.

original bill. All the bills, originally drawn, differ many points, and 
are being torn pieces the hands the legislators, that reserve all 
comment their comparative merits until the battle over. Each State has 
met the same kind opposition, that the commercial interests private 
hospitals quack nursing schools, the case New Jersey, or, like New 
York, has been caught the toils medical politics, but even the results are 
measure humiliating, the public knows much more about nurses and their 
standards than did two months ago. 


THE PUBLIC PRESS 


North Carolina and New Jersey the press comments have, some degree, 
shown ignorance and prejudice,—that is, far are informed. Illinois 
and New York adverse comment has been the exception. This has been notable 
New York City, where the Tribune, Sun, Times, and the Evening Post have 
repeatedly given editorial encouragement, and the Outlook March gave 
most satisfactory editorial the subject the New York bill. Albany, 
Rochester, Syracuse, Utica, and Buffalo papers have shown friendly attitude. 


MEDICAL SUPPORT 


the official department, the report the chairman the Legislative 
Committee the New York State Nurses’ Association, mention will found 
the resolution passed the Medical Society the State New York support 
the nurses’ bill. This action the Medical Society, with its six thousand 
members, while may not have expressed the individual opinion every physi- 
cian enrolled, the most gratifying incident that the New York nurses have 
record. The unanimous endorsement the nurses’ bill, the willingness the 
part this great representative body assist rather than dictate, was 
splendid expression the respect and confidence with which least the majority 
the medical men the State regard the women the nursing profession. 

Dr. Frank Van Fleet, New York City, chairman the Legislative 
Committee the Medical Society, the nurses owe everlasting debt gratitude. 
During the Albany campaign without his presence, advice, and assistance the 
leaders would many times, their inexperience, have been brought confusion, 
and the fact that represented such great force the medical profession gave 
them courage stand for what they believed right. 
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QUESTION ETHICS 

was quite puzzling find that Dr. Root, Albany, also one the 
Legislative Committee the Medical Society, seemed leading the opposition 
the bill, when arose speak announced that represented the 
Medical Society the State New York. 

The opposition speaks first these hearings, and when Dr. Van turn 
came the discrepancy between his announcement official instruction and Dr.

INDIVIDUAL INFLUENCE 

NEVER has there been clearer demonstration the fact that the women 
the heads training-schools have great power mould opinion 
regard nursing affairs, and according they have been active, find laymen 
and physicians intelligently sympathetic otherwise. 

Throughout the movement was easy point out the places where the 
women hospital positions were indifferent timid the absence general 
interest and aid those places. They were also few number doubly 
conspicuous. 

The adverse influence the Buffalo Nurses’ Club was counterbalanced 
the Erie County Alumne Association and the fact that there were Buffalo 
some strong individual supporters the movement. 

Albany, where there but one hospital prominence and where nursing 
standards are comparatively new the general public, not only was work 
done shaping public opinion, but the opposition was concentrated there, and 
the one woman whose position gave her, for the time being, the opportunity 
leading nursing opinions Albany appeared the side the opposition. 


THE OBJECTION MEDICAL EXAMINERS 

standing out for Board Examiners composed nurses 
the New York nurses are not making stand against doctors. must borne 
mind that registration” New York State long-established executive 
department the government. the law the State that all the pro- 
fessions nominate the Regents members their own profession from whom the 
Examining Board selected. 

Registration the first step towards placing nursing upon the basis 
profession, and for this reason, for other, recognition secured 
possible. 

Three medical examiners, one from each medical 
pathic, and seem open the way the most dire confusion 
nursing affairs. Medical men both the allopathic and homeopathic schools 
advised resisting this proposition. With such system the nursing interests 
Albany would become involved medical politics, which little experience has 
already been felt. 

Medical interests nursing matters are provided for New York the 
three physicians who are members the Board Regents. 

But, more than all, the highest and most noble type men among physicians 
not want represented serve the Nursing Board. That type 
men the nurses are perfectly willing trust every way, feeling sure liberal 
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justice always their hands, but the kind men who are determined 
dictate and force themselves upon the Nursing Board whom the nurses are afraid 
trust. 


THE BEST JUDGES 

are the best judges the qualifications nurses. The difficulties 
nurses are best understood nurses, and there can none more capable 
dealing justly and fairly with all the problems that registration will bring 
than nurses themselves, with the Board Regents, with its three medical men, 
the final court appeal. That the New York State Nurses’ Association 
should nominate from its members names from whom the Regents shall select 
the Examining Board simply line with the treatment accorded the other 
professions. 


THE PROFESSION DISGRACED 


the time when the nurses all over the country were soliciting the 
support the public their efforts secure legislation, and when the press 
was commenting favorably behalf the movement, occurrence which took 
place the New York Eye and Ear Infirmary brought disgrace upon the entire 
nursing profession. 

The facts give given officer the hospital: 

Feeling dissatisfied with some changes that were being made the adminis- 
tration the hospital, eleven members the nursing staff left body without 
previous notice. This occurred the evening February 28. Four these 
nurses left letters resignation the superintendent’s desk when they went off 
duty eight but all failed appear the regular time the next morning. 

Leaving the hospital handicapped for service not the most serious the 
charges brought against these nurses. was found that medicines had 
been mixed, atropia put into cocaine bottles, and lenses changed about 
such manner that was with difficulty that order was again secured. 

When consider the critical nature eye nursing, and realize that through 
lack care for few hours accident the life human being may 
plunged into perpetual darkness, there are words too strong which our 
condemnation these women can expressed. 

The New York Tribune commenting upon this occurrence asked the 
tion very Are these the women who are asking for State registration 
under the Regents?” With State registration might possible warn the 
against such women, but is, there seems redress for such 
unprofessional conduct, which demonstrated that their own personal, petty 
grievances were greater moment than the welfare helpless patients.
